Population. — The  population  at  the  Census  was  66,803,  an-d  is 
estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  as  67,000  at  Midsummer.  It  is  on 
this  latter  figure  that  all  the  statistical  calculations  in  this  report  have 
been  based. 

Inhabited  Houses. — At  the  1921  census  the  number  of  dwellings 
occupied  by  private  families  was  13,869.  The  estimated  number  of 
dwellings  in  1931  is  16,586. 

Rateable  Value—  The  rateable  value  of  the  district  at  December  31st, 
is  £564,990,  and  the  estimated  net  produce  of  a rate  of  one  penny 
is  £2,266. 

The  estimated  expenditure  on  Public  Health  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  for  the  year  1931-32  is  as  follows  : — 

Public  Health  £9055=3.99  pence  per  pound. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  £1110=0.49  pence  per  pound.

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1931  was  15.8  per  1,000.  The 
rate  for  Cambridge  is  the  lowest  that  has  ever  been  recorded,  and  is  only 
0.4  higher  than  the  death-rate. 


*143  children  were  born  in  Cambridge  whose  parents  are  not  residents 
of  the  Borough.  These  are  registered  and  notified  in  the  usual  way,  but 
are  not  included  in  calculating  the  birth-rate.  23  children,  whose 
parents  are  residents  of  the  Borough,  were  born  outside  the  district,  and 
are  therefore  included  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  birth-rate. 

Births  in  Institutions . — The  proportion  of  children  born  in  Nursing 
Homes  and  other  Institutions  remains  about  20  per  cent,  of  the  total.  In 
1914  the  proportion  was  only  1.3  per  cent.  In  1930  it  was  20.7,  and  last 
year  19.4.

NOTES  TO  TABLE  III. 


The  classification  and  numbering  of  Causes  of  Death  are  those  of  the  " Short 
List  ” on  page  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death, 
which  has  been  consulted  and  followed  in  all  cases  of  doubt. 

(a)  All  c'  Transferable  Deaths  " of  residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  the  District 
who  have  died  outside  it,  are  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  columns  2-10. 
Transferable  deaths  of  non-residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  England  and 
Wales  who  have  died  in  the  District,  are  in  like  manner  excluded  from  these 
columns.  For  the  precise  meaning  of  the  term  “ transferable  ” deaths  see 
footnote  to  Table  1. 

{b)  All  deaths  occurring  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  and  infirm  situated  within  the 
district,  whether  of  residents  or  non-residents  are  entered  in  the  last  column 
of  Table  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases 
are  classed  as  “ Certified  ” ; all  other  deaths  are  regarded  as  “ Uncertified." 


N.B. — Deaths  of  soldiers  and  sailors  occurring  in  hospitals  and  institutions  in  the 
district  are  excluded  from  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district, 
and  such  deaths  are  excluded  from  column  11  of  Table  III. 
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DEATHS. 


The  number  of  deaths  of  Cambridge  people  occurring  in  Cambridge 
and  elsewhere  in  1931  was  749.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  11.2,  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  69  more  than  in  1930.  The  main  causes  of 
the  increase  in  the  death-rate  are  bronchitis,  cancer,  and  heart  disease. 

The  death-rates  from  1889  are  shown  on  the  chart  opposite. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1931  was  12.3  per  1,000.

— Under  this  term  are  grouped  all  deaths  registered  as  due  to 
cancer,  carcinoma,  malignant  disease,  epithelioma  and  sarcoma. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1931  was  128,  or  1 out  of  every  6 
deaths  during  the  year.  This  is  45  more  than  the  preceding  year,  and  is 
the  highest  figure  yet  recorded  in  Cambridge.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  47,  being  58  less 
than  1930,  with  the  exception  of  two,  all  were  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 

Twenty-three  cases  were  Elementary  School  Children;  and  8 were 
under  school  age. 

Seven  visits  were  paid  to  the  schools  in  connection  with  the  occurrence 
of  cases  among  the  scholars,  and  “ swabbings  ” for  bacteriological 
examination  were  taken  from  the  throats  and  noses  of  279  children. 
Two,  or  0.7  per  cent.,  gave  positive  results. 

The  incidence  and  fatality  of  diphtheria  in  Cambridge  is  shown  in

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — An  immunisation  clinic  was  commenced 
in  May,  1930,  the  number  treated  and  immunised  up  to  the  end  of  that  year 
being  300.  In  1931,  96  children  were  immunised.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 

REGULATIONS,  1925. 

These  regulations  prohibit  anyone  who  is  aware  that  he  is  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  from  being  employed  in  connection  with 
a dairy  in  any  manner  likely  to  create  danger  of  infection  of  the  milk. 
No  such  case  has  arisen  during  the  year  under  review.

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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 

INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home: — 

(a)  General  : The  Local  Authority  does  not  undertake  the  nursing 
of  non-infectious  diseases.  The  home  nursing  of  such  cases  where  required 
is  amply  provided  for  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  and  by  several 
private  nursing  homes. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : The  arrangements  made  by  the 
Local  Authority  with  the  District  Nursing  Association  provides  for  the 
home  nursing  of  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Ophthalmia  Neo- 
natorum, Influenza,  Pneumonia  and  Puerperal  Fever.  The  charge  for 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  is  is.  4d.  per  visit,  and  for  the  other  diseases 
8d.  per  visit,  for  two  visits  to  the  same  case  in  one  day  nd.,  or  where  there 
is  more  than  one  case  in  the  house  qd.  for  each  case  after  the  first.  Should 
the  amount  payable  exceed  the  cost  of  a whole-time  nurse  the  scale 
ceases,  and  the  cost  to  the  Association  of  employing  extra  help  will  be 
re-imbursed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Midwives. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  in  the  Borough  was  transferred  from 
the  County  Council  to  the  Corporation  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Cambridge  (Supervision  of  Midwives)  Order,  1930.  The  Superintendent 
of  Midwives  is  Mrs.  E.  M.  Brereton,  M.B.,  Ch.B. 

Sixteen  Midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
Borough  during  1931  (including  two  for  holiday  duty  only). 

The  only  incident  of  special  importance  in  the  practice  of  the  mid- 
wives during  the  year  was  a troublesome  outbreak  of  pemphigus  neon- 
atorum, which  occurred  in  the  practice  of  one  of  the  midwives.  It  was 
traced  to  infection  from  a small  suppurating  sore  under  the  thumb-nail.

Centres  in  the  town. 


1.  The  Abbey  Centre,  held  at  35  Parkside  every  Tuesday 
afternoon.  (Mr.  F.  E.  Apthorpe  Webb,  M.A.,  M.R.C.S.,  O.B.E.,  etc.). 

2.  The  New  Town  Centre,  also  held  at  35  Parkside,  every 
Thursday  afternoon.  (Mrs.  E.  M.  Brereton,  M.B.,  Ch.B.). 

3.  The  Romsey  Town  Centre,  held  at  Wesleyan  Hall, 
Hemingford  Road,  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  (Mrs.  Robson, 
M.B.,  D.P.H.). 

4.  The  Old  Chesterton  Centre,  Premier  Hall,  held  every 
Friday  afternoon.  (Mrs.  M.  Bushell,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.). 

The  Castle  End  Centre  was  discontinued  from  March  31st,  1931. 


Each  Centre  is  in  charge  of  a Lady  Superintendent,  who  is  a voluntary 
worker,  assisted  by  one  or  more  other  voluntary  workers,  and  one  of  the 
three  Health  Visitors. 


The  Doctors  attend  once  a fortnight  at  each  Centre. 


Dried  milk,  virol,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt  are  sold  at  the  centres 
generally  at  cost  price,  and  at  half  or  quarter  price  or  given  free  of  charge 
according  to  circumstances.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee has  a definite  scale  of  assessment  for  cases  unable  to  pay  the  full 
price  charged,  and  the  investigation  of  all  such  cases  is  undertaken  for 
the  Committee  by  the  Central  Aid  Society.  Each  case  is  reported  upon 
monthly  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Society  and  is  considered  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  at  their  meetings.  The  total  number  of 
cases  enquired  into  during  1931  was  eighty-nine;  the  number  in  1930 
was  ninety-six. 


The  scale  of  income  which  came  into  use  on  January  1st,  1924, 
is  similar  to  that  adopted  by  the  Education  Committee,  and  is  as  follows  : —

Of  the  798  infants  mentioned  above,  326,  or  40  per  cent,  were 
breast-fed  entirely  for  the  first  six  months  of  their  lives. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. — The  number  of  Maternity  and 
Nursing  Homes  in  the  Borough  is  8.  The  County  Council  is  the  Local 
Supervising  Authority  under  the  Acts  relating  to  the  registration  of 
Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes,  but  the  work  of  inspection  has  been 
delegated  to  the  Borough. 
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The  delegation  is  subject  to  annual  review  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Ely  Diocesan  Home,  Bateman  Street,  opened  in  1920,  has 
accommodation  for  twelve  unmarried  mothers  with  their  babies,  and 
receives  cases  from  the  Borough.  The  Town  Council  makes  no  fixed 
contribution  to  the  Home. 

In  addition  to  the  Ely  Diocesan  Home,  maternity  cases  are  received 
into  the  following  : —

The  Institution,  81a  Mill  Road. 

The  first  six  are  private  homes,  and  the  seventh  is  the  Maternity 
block  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee’s  Institution  opened  in  1928. 

Maternity  cases  sent  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
are  received  in  this  Institution,  the  fee  charged  per  case  being  30/-  a week 
inclusive  of  medical  attendance. 

During  1931  nine  cases  were  admitted  under  this  arrangement. 

Ante- Natal  Clinic. — The  ante-natal  clinic  has  now  completed  its 
first  calendar  year.  The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the 
Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  clinic,  Mrs.  Brereton,  M.B.,  Ch.B.  The 
clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Thursday  afternoon  of  each  month.  The 
average  attendance  was  eight.  Total  number  of  Mothers,  43  (primiparae 
16.)  Thirty-two  attended  for  the  first  time  during  the  first  six  months 
of  pregnancy ; the  remainder  during  the  7th  and  8th  months.

Boarded-out  Children. — The  supervision  of  boarded-out  children 
taken  for  gain  was  transferred  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee by  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929.  The  work  of  inspection  is 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  report  each  quarter  upon  the 
children  visited  by  them. 

The  total  number  of  such  children  is  seventeen. 


Hospitals. — Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  is  the  only  General  Hospital 
(apart  from  the  Hospital  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  of  the 
County)  in  the  Borough,  with  a total  of  190  beds. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  Hospital  Committee  in  1918  provide 
for  the  admission  of  difficult  cases  of  labour,  Puerperal  Fever,  with  the 
addition  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Hospital  does  not  permit  of  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  on  purely  social  grounds. 

The  charges  made  for  maintenance  and  treatment  of  such  cases  are 
8/6  per  day  for  each  adult  or  child  together  with  the  Surgeon's  fee, 
according  to  the  scale  under  the  Midwives  Act. 


During  the  year  thirty  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  under 
the  arrangements  made  (including  three  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum). 


Mother  craft  for  School-girls. — This  subject  is  now  taught  in  all  girls' 
schools. 


School  Clime. — The  Clinic  at  35,  Parkside,  lor  inspection  and  for 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  of  school  children  is  open  every  forenoon 
daily,  and  is  carried  on  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  with  the  assistance 
of  two  school  nurses  and  a clerk.  Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


Tuberculosis  Clinic. — The  Tuberculosis  Officer  reports  to  the  Borough 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  upon  cases  belonging  to  the  Borough,  either 
directly,  or  through  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse.  The  number  of  written 
reports  upon  children  received  during  the  year  was  58.  The  total 
number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  Cambridge  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  was  782.  The  total  under  supervision  in  1930 
was  807. 
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Venereal  Clinic. — With  regard  to  Venereal  Diseases,  the  scheme 
prepared  by  the  County  Council  came  into  operation  in  January.  1917, 
when  a treatment  Centre  was  opened  at  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital. 
Males  and  females  are  dealt  with  at  separate  hours  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  ensure  privacy.  Treatment  is  free  of  charge.  Beds  for 
cases  requiring  in-patent  treatment  are  also  available.  The  days  and 
hours  of  attendance  are,  Tuesdays : Women,  3 p.m. ; Men,  4 p.m. ; 
Thursdays : Women,  7 p.m. ; Men,  8 p.m. 

During  the  year  ended  November  30th,  1931,  the  number  of  new 
patients  from  the  Borough  attending  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  was 
122  (88  males  and  34  females).  This  number  includes  13  in-patients 
(3  males  and  10  females). 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  DENTAL  SCHEME. 

Report  by  W.  B.  Grandison,  Public  Dental  Officer. 

Scope  of  the  Scheme. — All  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  who  attend 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  children  under  school  age,  are  eligible 
for  dental  treatment  in  connection  with  the  above  scheme. 

Object  of  the  Scheme. — To  prevent  the  onset  of  dental  disease.  The 
Public  Dental  Officer  states  that  prevention  of  dental  caries  is  possible, 
and  adopts  the  following  means  : — 

1st.  Every  expectant  or  nursing  mother  who  has  been  recom- 
mended for  dental  treatment  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
Centre  or  by  a midwife,  has  her  mouth  rendered  healthy  in  the  first 
place  in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  toxins  from  entering  the 
circulation  of  the  unborn  babe  or  infant  as  the  case  may  be. 

Dental  work  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  continues  on  the 
destructive  side,  that  is  to  say,  “It  is  still  necessary  to  extract  a large 
number  of  teeth  per  patient  in  order  to  render  the  mouth  free  from 
sepsis.”  It  is  interesting  to  record,  however,  that  there  are  a few 
expectant  mothers  who  present  themselves  for  fillings  only,  they  having 
had  routine  dental  treatment  while  at  school. 

Note. — Meanwhile  the  numbers  attending  at  the  Dental  Clinic 
are  dependent  upon  recommendations  from  Midwives  and  from  the 
Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  the  Centres. 

2nd.  Lectures  and  individual  talks  to  mothers  together  with  the 
free  distribution  of  literature  are  frequent,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  this  method  of  education  is  impressive.  By  this  means  I am  able 
to  advise  mothers  on  various  points  essential  to  prevention  of  dental 
disease,  and  issue  instructions  which  must  be  carefully  followed  if 
prevention  of  dental  disease  is  to  be  expected. 
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A brief  summary  of  the  advice  and  instructions  given  to  mothers  follows . 
The  Development  of  the  jaws. 

In  order  to  prevent  dental  disease  it  is  essential  that  the  jaws  should 
be  sufficiently  developed  in  order  to  contain  the  teeth  in  correct  occlusion, 
and  well  spaced.  To  accomplish  this  it  is  necessary  to  : — 

(a)  Breast  feed  the  infant. — Should  breast  feeding  be  im- 
possible, teats  with  very  small  apertures  should  be  used  in  order 
to  force  the  infant  to  work  hard  for  food. 

(b)  Cleanliness. — The  infant’s  mouth  should  be  well  cleansed 
after  every  meal.  Very  dilute  boracic  acid  and  a clean  cloth  may 
be  used  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Complete  abolition  of  the  dummy,  thumb  and  finger  sucking.— 
If  baby  cries  abnormally  medical  advice  should  be  sought  to  ascertain 
the  cause  (frequently  indigestion)  and  effect  a cure. 

Arrest  of  development  of  the  jaws  will  assuredly  follow  long 
continued  use  of  the  dummy,  etc.,  and  such  a condition  is  fatal  to 
sound  teeth. 

(d)  Something  hard  to  chew. — Anything  clean  and  sufficiently 
large  to  overcome  danger  from  swallowing. 

Age,  approx,  six  to  eight  months. 

3rd.  Whenever  the  child  has  cut  four  teeth,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  mother  to  do  two  things,  (a)  obtain  a tooth  brush,  available  at 
cost  price,  6d.,  at  the  Clinic,  and  (b)  have  the  child  enrolled  in  the  Dental 
Scheme. 


(a)  means  the  substitution  for  the  previous  method  of  cleanliness 
by  the  diligent  use  of  the  tooth  brush.  The  tooth  brush  dipped 
in  clean  water  is  all  that  is  necessary  or  advisable  at  this  age,  and 
used  after  every  meal.  (Less  use  will  not  prevent  dental  disease.) 

(b)  by  enrolling  the  child  in  the  Dental  Scheme  the  mother 
promises  to  bring  the  child  to  the  Dental  Clinic  every  six  months 
at  least  for  inspection  and  advice. 

If  these  instructions  were  carried  out  there  is  no  reason  why  every 
child  enrolled  should  not  reach  school  age  free  from  dental  disease.  It 
is  not  sufficient  to  rely  on  the  services  of  a dentist  (quarterly  or  half-yearly, 
as  the  case  may  be),  prevention  of  dental  disease  is  essentially  a parental 
responsibility,  calling  for  the  definite  and  regular  practice  in  the  use  of 
the  tooth-brush  in  addition  to  the  selection  of  a suitable  diet.  It  is 
particularly  essential  to  complete  every  meal  with  some  form  of  cleansing 
diet,  foodstuffs,  that  is  to  say,  that  will  not  cling  to  the  teeth  or  ferment 
in  the  mouth. 
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It  is  worthy  of  note  that  definite  progress  is  still  being  made  in  the 
inspection  and  treatment  of  the  pre-school  child.  A study  of  the 
statistical  data  furnished  in  this  report  indicates  a very  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  pre-school  children  who  have  received  attention  in  one 
form  or  another  during  the  year  under  review.  This  fact  is  most  gratifying, 
and  I trust  it  will  be  possible  to  continue  to  show  such  an  increase.  There 
is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  those  parents  who  have  already  sought 
the  services  of  the  Dentist  for  their  children  not  only  appreciate  the  value 
of  the  services  rendered,  but,  in  addition,  understand  the  nature  of  the 
work  done  and  the  beneficial  effects  resulting  from  treatment. 


Fees. 

All  work  for  children  under  school  age  is  entirely  free,  but  mothers 
(expectant  or  nursing)  are  charged  fees,  sufficient  to  cover  the  manufacture 
of  teeth,  together  with  the  materials  used  for  the  filling  and  extraction 
of  teeth,  etc.  No  attempt  is  made  to  make  this  scheme  a paying  proposi- 
tion; but,  at  the  same  time,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  prevent  the 
scheme  becoming  a burden  on  those  responsible  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
Town. 


Statistics. 

During  the  year  113  mothers  were  recommended  for  dental  treatment, 
and  all  took  advantage  of  the  treatment  offered.

The  treatment  of  the  pre-school  child  was  very  largely  preventive 
in  character.  The  regular  and  frequent  application  of  Ammoniacal 
Solution  of  Nitrate  of  Silver  and  Formalin  by  Howe’s  method  was  found 
to  be  particularly  efficacious.  128  unsaveable  temporary  teeth  were 
removed  and  several  temporary  teeth  filled  with  material  suitable  for  the 
individual  case.  Each  and  every  parent  who  attended  was  instructed 
both  with  reference  to  diet  and  cleanliness  at  every  visit. 


FACILITIES  FOR  THE  TRANSPORT  OF  THE  SICK  AND  INJURED. 

For  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents  there  are  three  motor 
ambulances  available  for  public  use  at  reasonable  fees,  or,  in  certain 
cases,  free  of  charge.  One  of  these  is  the  property  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society.  The  others,  which  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Police, 
belong  to  the  Watch  Committee  of  the  Council. 

For  cases  of  infectious  diseases  there  is  a motor  ambulance  stationed 
at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915. 

Forty  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for 
examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.  In  three  of  these  the  bacilli  were  found. 
A copy  of  the  Bacteriologist's  reports  was  sent  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  following  reports  were  received  concerning 
these  samples  : — 


Sample  A. 

“ Thirty-nine  cows  were  examined.  One  was  found  with 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder.  The  cow  has  been  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  and  will  be  destroyed.  Three  other  cows 
had  suspicious  udders  : samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  from  them 
for  biological  test  and  the  sale  of  milk  suspended.  Samples  of  milk 
have  also  been  taken  from  the  remaining  cows  for  biological  test. 

“ Milk  taken  from  cow  No.  41  of  the  above  herd  has  given 
positive  result  to  the  biological  test.  This  animal  is  being  dealt  with 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  and  will  be  destroyed.  Further 
samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  biological  test ; the  result  of  the 
test  was  negative." 


Samples  B.  and  C. 

“ Both  these  samples  were  from  the  same  herd. 

“ Twenty  cows  were  examined.  Two  were  found  with  tuber- 
culosis of  the  udder,  and  will  be  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925,  and  will  be  destroyed. 

“ The  sale  of  milk  has  been  suspended  from  three  other  cows 
that  have  abnormal  udders.  The  necessary  samples  of  milk  have 
been  taken  and  submitted  for  biological  examination. 

“ The  result  of  this  examination  was  negative." 


THE  MILK  SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS  ORDER,  1923.

Out  of  the  41  samples  examined,  19  reached  the  standard  of  Grade  A 
Milk,  that  is  to  say,  they  contained  not  more  than  200,000  bacilli  per 
cubic  centimetre,  and  the  Coliform  Bacillus  was  absent  in  i/iooth  of  a 
cubic  centimetre.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  no  sample 
exceeded  90,000  bacteria  per  1 c.c.  This  shows  a considerable  improve- 
ment in  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  compared  with  previous  years,  and 
demonstrates  that  both  the  wholesalers  and  retailers  are  endeavouring 
to  give  the  public  a clean  milk. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  visits  have  been  made  to  farms 
and  dairies,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  cleanliness  of  the  premises 
and  utensils. 

As  the  result  of  informal  action  the  floors,  lighting  and  ventilation 
was  improved  in  4 cases,  and  26  were  cleansed  and  limewashed.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  model  bye-law  dealing  with  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a 
mechanically  operated  instrument  is  in  force  in  the  Borough.  During  the 
year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  against  any  butcher  for  the 
failure  to  comply  with  this  bye-law. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  slaughter-houses,  shops, 
stalls,  and  premises  were  food  is  prepared.  Informal  action  was  taken 
with  regard  to  the  cleanliness  of  premises,  utensils  and  sanitary  defects, 
and  the  provision  of  suitable  receptacles  for  the  deposit  of  bones  and 
trimmings. 

In  one  instance  a stall-holder  was  warned  for  not  covering  the  stall 
in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

With  regard  to  the  protection  of  meat  in  shops,  it  was  necessary  in 
two  instances  to  take  informal  action  for  failing  to  protect  meat  exposed 
for  sale. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  6 Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  with  sleeping 
accommodation  for  114  persons.  During  the  year  74  inspections  were 
made  of  these  premises. 

RAG  AND  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the 
Borough.  The  whole  of  the  rag  flock  used  in  the  town  is  supplied  by  the 
manufacturers  under  a guarantee  of  cleanliness. 

Two  samples  of  rag  flock  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis,  and  these  were  found  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations.

There  were  no  women  or  children  on  board,  and  no  cases  of  In- 
fectious Disease  have  been  notified  or  traced. 

No  boats  were  detained  for  cleansing  or  disinfection. 

The  Cambridge  Borough  Council  is  not  a Registration  Authority. 

THE  MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926. 

This  Act  deals  with  the  marking  of  certain  imported  foodstuffs,  viz. : — 
fresh  apples,  raw  tomatoes,  eggs,  currants,  sultanas,  raisins,  oat  products, 
honey  and  salmon. 

The  above-mentioned  goods  when  exposed  for  sale  must  be  marked 
in  such  a manner  as  to  show  they  are  foreign  or  Empire  grown. 

A large  number  of  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  premises 
where  these  goods  are  sold,  and  ten  traders  have  been  warned  for  failing 
to  mark  their  goods  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

THE  RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Twelve  complaints  were  received,  and  the  persons  complaining  were 
advised  to  communicate  with  the  Cambridgeshire  County  Council  which 
is  the  authority  to  administer  the  Act. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1926. 

Fourteen  observations  were  made,  and  owing  to  informal  action  in 
one  instance  the  chimney  was  increased  in  height  by  15  feet.  In  another 
instance  a smoke  preventing  apparatus  was  installed. 

In  both  cases  the  emission  of  smoke  was  considerably  reduced,  and 
there  has  been  no  further  cause  for  complaint. 

With  regard  to  the  emission  of  dust  at  the  Norman  Cement  Works, 
certain  apparatus  has  been  installed  in  order  to  prevent  the  emission 
of  dust  from  the  shaft  of  the  kiln.  This  apparatus  appears  to  be  working 
satisfactorily  as  no  complaints  were  received  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year ; also,  the  persons  who  had  complained  previous  to  the  installation 
of  the  apparatus  now  state  that  they  have  no  cause  for  complaint.
